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Ruling to close 

middle schools 


THE CLOSURE of five 
middle schools has been 
approved by the inde¬ 
pendently- appointed 
schools adjudicator. 

The adjudicator, Alan 
Parker, has been considering 
Suffolk County Council's 
plans to switch to a two-tier 
system which will mean the 
closure of middle schools in 
Newmarket and Mildenhall. 

Despite protests from parents, 
teachers and pupils, he has agreed 
that the reorganisation can go 
ahead. 

In Newmarket it will mean the 
closure of Scaltback and St Felix 
middle schools. 

The only modification to the 
county council’s proposals that Mr 
Parker has made is to increase the 
number of places available for new 
pupils at Exning Primary School 
from 15 to 20. 

The school had contested the 
cut in admissions. 

Mr Parker said, in his report: “I 
am persuaded of the value of 
changing from a three-tier system 
to a two-tier system in this area in 
terms of the likely quality of 
education.” 

He said he was satisfied that the 
council would have the money 
available to carry out the changes - 
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an issue raised by parents. 

He said: “Although there has 
been opposition, much of which 
has been based on genuine 
affection and support for the 
middle schools, I believe there is 
also a significant, if less vocal, body 
of opinion that would be content 
to see the proposals imple¬ 
mented.” 

He added that the changes could 
improve education in Newmarket 
and a proposed new schools trust 
would help achieve it. 

Cllr Graham Newman, the 
county council’s portfolio holder 
for children, schools and young 
people’s services, said: “We will 
plan carefully with the schools to 
ensure adequate preparation has 
taken place to make die transition 
as smooth as possible. 

“Funding remains in place to 
implement these changes. 

“We are committed to offering 
all young people in Suffolk a wide 
and varied curriculum. The 
changes approved by the schools 
adjudicator will help young people 
to reach their full potential.” 

The phased changeover will 
begin next year and the middle 
schools will close at the end of the 
2012 summer term.

TWO charities are set to benefit 
from a static cycling “spinathon” 
event being held as a tribute to 
three young people, including one 
from Newmarket, who lost their 
lives. 

The Triple 12 marathon takes 
place for 12 hours on the 12th day 
of the 12th month at Huntingdon 
Leisure Centre and will raise 


money for the Cystic Fibrosis Trust 
and Headway, the brain injury 
charity. 

It is the brainchild of St Neots 
businesswoman Sarah Lees who 
lost two cousins, Catherine and 
Christopher Andrew, to cystic 
fibrosis and is being held for the 
second time. The ride will also be 
a tribute to Alex Richardson, 21, 


from Newmarket, who died after 
suffering head injuries in a fall. 

Sarah said: “Both Catherine and 
Christopher were incredible in 
their drive and determination to 
lead as normal a life as possible, 
but ultimately they both lost their 
fight for life at the ages of just 24 
and 33, so 12 hours on a spinning 
bike in their memory to raise 


money for the charity to continue 
in their work to try to find a cure is 
just a small token compared with 
young lives lost.” 

Since last year’s event Sarah’s 
friend and spinning instructor Amy 
Davies, from Fenstanton, lost her 
cousin Alex and so the spinners 
will also be riding for Headway. 

Amy said: “Alex was so kind and 


always helping others so we want 
to help Headway in his name. 
Raising money and awareness for 
both these fantastic charities will 
help them carry on to prevent 
other people suffering such 
devastating bereavements.” 

Katy Davies, 15, is the youngest 
planning to ride for the full 12 
hours. 


Police advice to stay 
safe this festive period 


A POLICE campaign has been 
launched to warn Christmas and 
New Year revellers to keep safe. 

As well as messages about drink¬ 
driving and avoiding becoming victims 
of sex attackers or muggers, Suffolk 
police are also encouraging victims of 
domestic violence to report incidents. 

In Newmarket the SOS Bus and town 
pastors will be in the town to help 
people who are suffering from the 
effects of drink or drugs. 

But the City of London police horses 
will not be joining local officers this year 
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as they have in previous years due to a 
shortage of funding. 

Across Suffolk 578 people were 
arrested in December, 2008, for drink- 
related offences - a fall of around 30 on 
the previous year. 

The county force's Operation Staysafe 
will be aiming to tackle drink-related 
crimes. 

Officers will use “Section 27” notices 


to ban offenders from town centres as 
well as issuing £80 fixed penalty on-the- 
spot fines for minor offences. 

Insp Chris Gilmore, crime reduction 
officer, said: “Traditionally the 
Christmas and New Year period is a time 
when more people go out in our towns 
and more alcohol is consumed. 

“This can lead to more violence, anti¬ 
social behaviour and disorder. 

“We want everyone to enjoy a safe, 
fun night out in our towns and villages 
this Christmas. 

“My message is, if you cause trouble, 
you will be firmly but fairly dealt with. 


“Consuming too much alcohol can 
also make you more vulnerable. Please 
don’t put yourself at risk. Ask yourself 
. . . will you be safe? Are you in control? 
Have you let someone know what you 
are doing and where you are going? Will 
this seem like a good idea in the 
morning?” 

Advice includes sticking to well-lit 
areas and avoiding cars parked with 
their engines running. 

Police also advise that revellers, 
women in particular, should carry 
personal alarms. 


Parents 
may get 
permits 
to park 

PARENTS on the 
school run could be 
allowed free use of a 
public car park to 
drop off and pick up 
their children. 

Permits could be 
issued to parents at 
All Saints Primary 
School in New¬ 
market to allow them 
45 minutes free 
parking in nearby car 
parks at the start and 
end of the school 
day. 

The move has 
been suggested as a 
concession if Forest 
Heath District Coun¬ 
cil abolishes the 
current free half- 
hour parking in 
Newmarket’s car 
parks. 

The school raised 
the issue when the 
council proposed 
scrapping the free 
half hour as well as 
increasing charges at 
the town’s car parks. 

The school includ¬ 
ed the use of the 
nearby Rous Road 
car park in its travel 
plan - for which it 
recently received 
accreditation in a 
government scheme. 

Councillors will 
decide on Wed¬ 
nesday whether to 
agree to the parents’ 
permits. A report by 
Andrew Claydon, the 
council’s strategic 
director (resources), 
said that the parents’ 
concession would 
cost £7,000 in re¬ 
duced income. 

At the same time 
the council will 
decide how much to 
charge for parking in 
future. 

Mr Claydon said 
the increase in char¬ 
ges was needed to 
help replace a bud¬ 
get shortfall. He has 
warned councillors 
that council services 
may have to be cut if 
the rise in charges 
does not go ahead. 

Parking charges 
were introduced in 
Newmarket nearly 
four years ago des¬ 
pite a sustained 
campaign by local 
businesses who 
opposed the move. 

They currently 
stand at 30p for two 
hours and 60p for up 
to three hours with a 
free half hour. 

Councillors are 
being asked to 
choose from three 
options, all of which 
suggest a rise to 50p 
for two hours with 
between 80p and £1 
for up to three hours. 
But other variations 
could be considered 
by the council. 
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BUSINESSES have rallied round 


to help a pre-school raise 
money to keep it running. 

Stepping Stones pre-school, 
based in Exning, thought this 
year’s annual Christmas 
fundraiser would not happen 
because of the credit crunch. 

But a dozen local businesses 
have donated prizes for a festive 
raffle which is hoped will raise 
hundreds of pounds for the pre¬ 
school. The money will be spent 
on essential items such as a 
new ramp for access to the 
school and maintenance work. 

Prizes range from a meal at 
the Fountain restaurant in High 
Street, Newmarket, a tour 
around Chilford Hall vineyard 
followed by wine tasting through 
to a year’s subscription of your 
favourite magazine thanks to 
Londis in Oxford Street, Exning. 

Sarah Thompson, manager of 
Stepping Stones pre-school, 
said: “We have been absolutely 
bowled over by the generosity of 
businesses in Newmarket, 
particularly given the current 
economic climate. We would 
like to thank all those 
businesses who have dug deep 
to make this Christmas extra 
special for our children at 
Stepping Stones.”

Truce in row over 
advertising boards 


A TRUCE has been called in the 
battle over the “clutter" of 
unauthorised advertising signs in 
Newmarket town centre. 

Town councillors have agreed to call 
for an amnesty in legal action against 
traders who own the signs. 

Council officials who have the 
authority to seize the offending signs 
have been asked to hold off action until 
after the Christmas and New Year period. 

Shop owners made a plea to the town 
council’s finance and policy committee 
for an amnesty to help them through the 
busy trading period. 

The committee is recommending that 
the full council accepts the amnesty at its 
meeting on Monday. But in the 
meantime district council officials, who 
have the legal power to seize un¬ 
authorised signs, have been asked to hold 
off. 

The row over the signs broke out after 
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the town council decided to act to 
remove “clutter” from pavements in the 
High Street and nearby areas as part of 
the Clean Up Newmarket campaign. 

Last month traders were given 21 days 
notice to either apply for permission or 
take their signs away. 

Some applied for planning permission, 
at a cost of £335, but there was a backlash 
of protest from others. 

Four of the affected traders gave their 
views to councillors at the meeting and 
appealed for action to be put on hold - 
until some alternative officially-approved 
signs are installed. 

Cllr Jane Bailey, the mayor and leader 
of the Clean Up Newmarket campaign, 
said: “I don’t think the council should 
condone people not complying with the 
law.” 


She said the laws covering advertising 
applied across the country. 

But the committee agreed to 
recommend an amnesty until January to 
allow more time for talks about 
permanent, and officially approved, signs 
to advertise businesses off the High 
Street. 

Afterwards one of the traders, Julie 
Eden, who runs Coffee and Co at the 
junction of Sun Lane and Palace Street, 
welcomed the amnesty. 

She said: “I lost between 30 and 40 per 
cent of my trade when I couldn’t display 
my sign in the High Street. I couldn’t 
afford to have that happen again. 

“If there is some other means of 
advertising all the businesses down Sun 
Lane, then I would be willing to take the 
A-board away. 

“But this isn’t going to go away. People 
are up in arms about it and the council 
needs to be more pro-active.”

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Men 
admit 
car park 
assault 

TWO men accused 
of assaulting a 
couple in a car park 
have admitted 
causing actual 
bodily harm. 

Lee Sparks and 
Michael Sheldrake, 
both 23 and from 
Laurel Close, Red 
Lodge, were origin¬ 
ally charged with 
causing grievous 
bodily harm to 
Simon Herzog and 
Maria Massott in 
Newmarket’s park 
and ride car park in 
Willie Snaith Road 
in the early hours 
of Friday, July 31. 

Sparks and Shel¬ 
drake previously 
denied the charge 
when they appear¬ 
ed at magistrates’ 
court.

The report high¬ 
lighted the council’s 
work with the West 
Suffolk Local Strat¬ 
egic Partnership to 
cut crime and tackle 
alcohol and sub¬ 
stance misuse. 

The council was 
also praised for its 
money- saving 
partnerships with 
other councils. 



Councils may become ‘preferred 
partners’ in bid to save money 


TWO NEIGHBOURING councils 
are set for closer co-operation to 
save money. 

Forest Heath District Council, 
which covers the Newmarket and 
Mildenhall areas, and St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
which covers Haverhill and Bury 
St Edmunds, are set to become 
“preferred partners”. 

The move will mean greater 
use of shared services, although 
it will not go as far as a merger. 

At this stage, details of the co¬ 
operation have not been worked 
out and no job losses are plan¬ 
ned. 

The councils already have a 
joint waste management com¬ 
mittee and are being recom¬ 
mended to establish a joint 


steering group of councillors. 

In a joint statement, Cllr John 
Griffiths, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council leader, and Cllr 
Geoffrey Jaggard, Forest Heath 
District Council leader, said: 
“People have a strong sense of 
local identity but quite rightly 
have an expectation that 
councils will not let boundaries 
get in the way of making savings. 

“In these difficult economic 
times, when every council is 
facing the same financial 
challenges, it makes sense to see 
where we can drive costs down 
by sharing staff and overheads. 
By closer collaboration, initially 
between ourselves and hopefully 
other partners in the future, we 
expect to continue improving 


local services across West 
Suffolk.” 

A three-year programme will 
be drawn up, if councillors agree, 
to show where savings can be 
made. 

The council leaders said: “Both 
councils need to save millions 
from their revenue budgets in 
the coming years and careful 
planning avoids the need for 
knee-jerk reactions to these 
financial pressures. 

“This is not a formal merger of 
our two councils - each has its 
own distinct identity and local 
priorities - but sharing some 
services at various levels will help 
us to get the best value for 
money for the Council Tax payers 
in each area.”

Pony disease 
breakthrough 


SCIENTISTS have made a 
breakthrough in research 
to combat a condition 
which can lead to the 
death of young ponies. 

Experts working at the Animal 
Health Trust at Kentford and the 
University of Liverpool have 
identified the mutation 
responsible for Foal Immuno¬ 
deficiency Syndrome (FIS), also 
known as Fell Pony Syndrome. 

They are hoping to produce a 
DNA test which will be available 
from February which will ident¬ 
ify carriers of the mutation. 

FIS is a fatal disorder which 
causes foals to become anaemic 
and more prone to infection. 

It affects Fell ponies and Dales 
ponies. 

The team led by the AHT's Dr 
June Swinburne and Laura Fox- 
Clipsham, in collaboration with 
Professor Stuart Carter, of the 
University of Liverpool, believe 
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the discovery will prevent 
unnecessary suffering by 
preventing the birth of foals 
affected with this dreadful 
condition. 

Dr Swinburne, said: “After 10 
years of research, this is an 
exciting and important discovery 
for breeders of Fell and Dales 
ponies across the world. 

“By identifying the mutation 
and developing a DNA test, 
breeders will be able to make 
informed decisions about which 
ponies to breed. 

“This should prevent un¬ 
necessary suffering and, in time, 
eradicate this awful condition.” 

The research has been funded 
by The Horse Trust and 
supported by the Fell Pony 
Society and the Dales Pony 
Society which have supplied 


DNA samples. 

Brigadier Paul Jepson, chief 
executive of the Horse Trust, 
said: “We’re thrilled to have been 
able to support this exciting 
project. 

“It was evident from the start 
that this project would bring 
significant benefits for equine 
health and welfare, ultimately 
leading to the prevention and 
elimination of a fatal disease.” 

Laura Fox-Clipsham, a PhD 
student whose work has led to 
the breakthrough and develop¬ 
ment of the proposed test, said: 
“We would urge any breeders of 
Fell or Dales ponies to utilise the 
test once it is available. 

“All they will need to do is send 
the AHT a sample of hair from 
the ponies for analysis. 

“The information they will 
gain in return will arm them with 
the facts to avoid breeding foals 
with this devastating illness.”

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We must learn 
from history 

Sir, I find the comment (WeeklyNews 
December 3) by an anonymous 
person regarding the problems of 
Dubai World and possible effects on 
racing that “I think it just shows the 
recession is affecting everybody” 
somewhat disingenuous. 

The problems here are more due to 
the thinking or, with due respect, lack 
of thought on this project; they are 
not caused by the recession but are 
part of the recession. 

Brian Caplen, editor of Banker 
magazine is reported on 
Aljazeerah.net as saying “They say 
that European banks hold about 
$40bn worth of exposure to Dubai - 
about half the total debts of the 
emirate.” 

Some might suggest that the current 
situation smacks of pigs at the trough, 
waiting to fly but squealing about 
delayed take-off. 

The current recession, I believe, dates 
back to the Thatcher years, when the 
Iron Lady promulgated that everyone 
could own their own house through 
endowment mortgages which would 
also provide a pension top up for all. 
The theory relied, however, on an ever 
rising stock market, which does not 
happen. 

Instead we had lashings of credit, 
rising prices, banking bonuses and 
the inevitable Black Days and Black 
Holes. 

The lessons are there in history. Never 
mind the 1930s Depression, in 1720 
we had the South Sea Bubble. 

The success of the East India Trading 
Company, formed in 1711, led to it 
issuing public shares. Everyone 
wanted shares: shares in practically 
anything. The Bubble inevitably 
burst. 

The underlying problem is human 
greed. Rather than settle for 
optimums we strive for maximums. 
We go ‘for broke’ and most often go 
broke. 

Dubai’s problems are the World’s 
problems. The Dubai World situation 
is no different to the banking situation 
here and elsewhere. 

I am sure the problem will be resolved 
and any impact on UK racing, 
associated employment and 
economics too. 

However, let us hope that in the future 
we might remember the lessons of 
history.

Origin of the 
flawed theory 

Sir, At the beginning of this year we 
had the bicentenary celebrations of 
Charles Darwin’s birthday. On 
November 24 we had the 150-year 
celebrations for the publication of 
Darwin’s Origin of Species and the 
Preservation of Favoured Races, to 
give it the correct and full title (note 
the racist tone of the title).

“My family has long 
connections with horse 
racing and I will continue to 
run the Stanley House Stud 
from the land next to the 
development. 

“I therefore have very 
clear reasons to make sure 
that the Hatchfield Farm 
development provides long¬ 
term benefits to Newmarket 
rather than creating prob¬ 
lems.”

Winter virus hits 
hospital wards 


THREE wards have been closed 
at Addenbrooke's Hospital by the 
winter vomiting virus. 

The wards are closed to new 
admissions, said a spokesman. 

Hospital bosses have already issued 
advice calling on people who are 
displaying symptoms of either flu or the 
winter vomiting virus to stay away - and 
children should not attend “unless it is 
essential”. 

A hospital spokesman said: “With 
colder weather setting in, viruses in the 
community like flu and winter vomiting 
(norovirus) will become more common. 
To help protect patients, and limit the 
spread of viruses, do not come to 
hospital if you have been sick or had 
diarrhoea in the last 48 hours or if you

have flu-like symptoms, such as 
coughing and a high temperature. 

“Wash your hands regularly and 
thoroughly with soap and water, 
particularly before entering and leaving 
wards and clinics. 

“Catch it, bin it, kill it - always cover 
your mouth and nose when coughing or 
sneezing, dispose of it in the bin then 
wash your hands with soap and water. 
Children should not visit the hospital.” 

Anyone who suspects they had 
suffered from the norovirus should not 
visit the hospital until at least 48 hours 
after symptoms have disappeared. 
Visitors are also advised to call the 


hospital before they set off on (01223) 
245151 in case entry to any wards has 
been restricted to combat diseases 
spreading. 

Anyone concerned by flu-like 
symptoms should contact the National 
Pandemic Flu Service on 0800 1513100 
or visit www.direct.gov.uk/pandemieflu. 

Alternatively, contact your GP or NHS 
Direct on 0845 4647. 

Last December, Addenbrooke’s lost

The Cambridge hospital told the 
Weekly News it lost £1.2 million by 
cancelling the planned operations and 
spent another £300,000 on measures to 
tackle the diarrhoea and vomiting bug, 
such as hiring extra staff.

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Credit unions help people to save 
and can give them low-cost loans 


HALF the respond¬ 
ents to an online 
survey on how we 
spend our cash did 
not know what a 
credit union is. 

These are volunteer- 
run organisations that 
encourage members to 
make regular savings 
and give them access to 
low-cost loans. One 
example is the Cam¬ 
bridge City Credit 
Union (CCCU). 

David Warren, a 
member of the organ¬ 
ising committee, said: 
“We started off about 10 
years ago and it was a 
city council-supported 
venture. It was the 
North Cambridge Credit 
Union but we have 
expanded to take in the 
whole city. We have 150 
members, mostly in 
Arbury and King’s 
Hedges. 

“We try to make it as 
easy as possible for 
people to save. You 
develop the habit of 
paying in. You have to 
save for 13 weeks before 



you can apply for a 
loan. 

“It is much cheaper to 
borrow from a credit 
union than other sour¬ 
ces. We charge 1 per 
cent a month interest. 

“A big advantage of 
credit unions is you 
establish your own 
credit worthiness.” 

Thanks to an agree¬ 
ment between CCCU 
and the city council, 
members can access its 
services at the City 
Homes North and City 
Homes South offices. 

As part of our part¬ 
nership with Barclays 
Money Skills we have 
highlighhted three case 
studies following the 
reader survey, the 
results of which were 
published last week.

Marion didn’t realise her 
credit card had been 
compromised until her 
company got in touch.

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Silver birches feel the 
pressure to clean up 


THESE magnificent 
silver birch trees were 
returned to their full 
shimmering glory last 
week - thanks to a 
pressure washer. 

Gardeners at Anglesey 
Abbey gave 100 Himalayan 


birches a scrub down to 
remove a build-up of green 
algae on the usually pristine 
white bark. 

Head gardener Richard 
Todd uses an industrial- 
strength machine to blast 
away stains from the trunks of 
the 30ft trees with a high- 
pressure jet of water. 


It takes him two days to 
complete the task in the 
winter gardens of the 13th- 
century Abbey, which was 
restored in the 17th century 
and is now owned by the 
National Trust. 

Richard said: “People often 
comment that the bark of the 
birches seems to be even 


whiter at Anglesey than 
anywhere else. Our secret is 
that we wash them. 

“We use a pressure washer 
at the beginning of winter and 
once more during the season. 
It takes the best part of a day, 
but the impact on the garden 
is huge. 

“It is quite hard work, and 
we usually get completely 
soaked, but when you see the 
winter garden looking its best 
and people really enjoying 
being there, it’s worth it. 

“You step back and think 
what a stunning sight.” 

It is the second year that the 
jet cleaner has been used to 
remove algae, dirt and dead 
bark. 

Richard came up with the 
idea after the birches grew 
and he could no longer reach 
the tops of the trunks with a 
paintbrush tied to a bamboo 
cane. 

The jet cleaner is set to five 
psi of pressure on a ‘fan’ style 
setting so it is not harmful to 
the trees, similar to exfoliating 
dead skin in the shower. 

Richard added: “Over time 
the trees get quite grubby 
with algae, dirty rain water

and dead bark, so a thorough 
wash down brings out their 
amazing white bark again. 

“It’s really just like giving 
yourself a good scrub in the 
bath to get all the dead skin 
and dirt off. 

“It doesn’t hurt or damage 
the trees at all and when we’re 
finished they just look amaz¬ 
ing. 

“It just looks incredible 
when the trees have been 
cleaned. I always say it’s as if 
the lights have been switched 
on. 

“It makes the winter garden 
look really special. You can see 
the trees shining through the 
whole garden.” 

The trees are recognisable 


for their delicate silver bark 
which was once used as paper 
by ancient cultures. 

Anglesey Abbey was an 
Augustan priory, built in 1236 
by monks and dissolved in 
1536 by Henry VIII. 

It became a National Trust 
property in 1966 after the 
death of former owner Lord 
Fairhaven, who had con¬ 
verted the house for enter¬ 
taining guests. 

The winter garden at 
Anglesey Abbey was created 
nearly 12 years ago.

CAMBRIDGESHIRE police 
are hitting only the “min¬ 
imum requirements” when 
it comes to providing value 
for money to the public, a 
report has said. 

An independent audit by 
PricewaterhouseCoopers says 
the force needs to improve its 
use of resources, overall gov¬ 
ernance and financial account¬ 
ability. 

The force scored only two out 
of a possible four stars in the 
“value for money” survey - 
meaning it hit only the 
“minimum requirements” for 
managing its resources and 
finances. 

The report has suggested 11 
areas of improvement, including 
keeping a closer track on 
performance and showing the 
force is getting “value for 
money” when buying services. 

It also calls on the force to 
provide better financial training 
to its senior staff, as well as

demonstrate more clearly its 
management of high cost areas. 

However, a spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire Police Auth¬ 
ority, which monitors the force’s 
spending, said improving its 
value-for-money rating was not 
a major priority. 

She said: “There is a cost 
associated with trying to 
improve use-of-resources scores 
which the authority needs to 
take into account when trying to 
manage various other pressures 
on resources. 

“We are not in the business of 
spending money to get better 
scores unless there are sig¬ 
nificant demonstrable benefits 
in doing so. 

“There is, however, more we 
can do to improve in areas such 
as contracts and procurement 
and ensuring the constabulary’s 


workforce better reflects the 
communities it serves. 

“The inspection identified 
steady and continuous im¬ 
provement in all areas 
examined, which the authority 
welcomes. 

“The result also puts us in line 
with 17 other police authorities. 
No police authorities scored a 
four.” 

The report, which was to be 
discussed at a police authority 
meeting this week, follows the 
publication of a Government 
White Paper, which says police 
forces in England and Wales 
must save £500 million by 2014. 

The document says forces 
should pool resources in for¬ 
ensic work and procurement to 
save cash. 

It also recommends cutting 
police overtime, which would 
save £70 million, and reducing 
expenditure on administration 
by £75 million.

P LAGUED by 
constant pain, 
both day and 
night, Lorraine 
MacLeod felt totally 
exhausted. 

The relentless aching in 
her joints was crippling; 
her right arm had grown so 
weak she could barely pick 
up a glass. And - for a 
woman whose entire life 
once revolved around 
sport - the situation was 
fast becoming unbearable. 

“I used to play every 
sport going,” says Lorraine, 
with a sigh. “It was my life, 
really But that was a long 
time ago... The pain got 
so bad I could hardly cut 
up my own food; I was so 
weak I couldn’t hold a 
glass. That was hard. Very 
hard, to be honest.” 

Lorraine, 33, has 
Hypermobility Syndrome 
(HMS). An inherited 
disorder, which affects the 
body’s connective tissue, 
the main symptom is 
being double-jointed. But, 
also prone to joint injury, 
sufferers can endure pain, 
fatigue and even heart 
problems. 

“It isn’t a very well- 
known condition,” 
continues Lorraine, who 
lives in Cambourne. “And 
that’s one of the reasons I 
wanted to share my story 
If I’d known when I was 
younger what I know now, 

I would have taken better

care of myself.” 

Lorraine was only 
diagnosed with HMS six 
months ago - though she’s 
been suffering the 
symptoms all her life. She’s 
injured numerous joints, 
including her elbow, 
shoulder and knee, and 
has been through a whole 
series of complicated 
operations. She’s spent 
entire weekends in bed, 
too tired to move, battled 
several bouts of depression 
and tried all kinds of 
medication - with some 
horrible side-effects. 

Yet, despite her troubles, 
Lorraine says she is 
determined to lead as 
happy and active a life as 
possible. “I’ve suffered 
from depression several 
times over the years,” she 
admits. “I know how c**p it 
is and I don’t want to go 
back to that. You just have 
to take each day as it 
comes, each hour as it 
comes; you just have to get 
on with life.” 

Although Lorraine was, 
she says, “quite floppy” as a 
baby, her double-joints 
didn’t become obvious 
until she was older. “My 
hips kept clicking when I 
was very small,” she says. “I 
was referred to the hospital 
but they said it was 
normal, nothing wrong. 
And then, as I grew up a 


bit, it became clear that I 
was very bendy: I could 
put myself into all kinds of 
funny positions!” 

Sport mad, Lorraine 
played every team game 
she could. And, at 13, she 
took up hockey “That was 
really my sport,” she 
recounts. “I absolutely 
loved it: I played all the 
time, several times a week. 

I grew up in Royston and 
played for Royston Town; 
as I got older I started to 
coach and umpire.” 

At 14, Lorraine picked 
up an elbow injury And, 
treated with painkillers, 
physio and even steroid 
injections, it just wouldn’t 
heal. “When you play 
contact sports you’re 
bound to pick up an injury 
sometime,” says Lorraine. 
“So I didn’t really think 
anything of it.” 

Then, aged 16, Lorraine’s 
knee went - and again, the 
injury refused to heal. At 
the time, her dream was to 
become a PE teacher. But, 
after completing a GCSE in 
physical education, she 
was refused a place on the 
A-level course: because of 
her ongoing battle with 
injuries, Lorraine was 
deemed unfit to play all 
the sports on the 
curriculum. 

Shortly afterwards, the 
GP banned her from 
hockey It was, remembers 
Lorraine, a devastating 
time. “I was gutted, 
completely gutted,” she 


says. “I thought about 
going back to the club just 
to umpire, but I couldn’t 
face it -1 knew all I’d want 
to do was pick up a hockey 
stick... 

“And becoming a PE 
teacher was all I’d been 
aiming towards so, when 
that idea went out the 
window, I was gutted too. 

“Nothing can replace 
sport for me. I had to give it 
up 14 years ago, and I still 
haven’t found anything to 
come close.” 

At a loss what to do with 
her life, Lorraine took a job 
as a care worker in a 
psychiatric unit. The hours 
were long, the work was 
stressful and, missing both 
her sport and the social life 
that came with it, she 
found herself spiralling 
into depression. 

“I wasn’t a happy bunny 
really,” admits Lorraine. 
“Among other things, while 
I was there I had the 
second of four operations 
on my elbow and it was a 
really painful one. The 
silver lining was that I met 
Gavin, my husband, while 
I worked there: he’s a great 
support, really 
understanding.” 

In the end Lorraine felt 
compelled to leave the unit 
and, during her recovery 
from depression, she took 
a string of temporary jobs; 
when she felt well enough, 
she returned to care, this 
time working with the 
elderly

But then, in the year 
2000, her health took 
another nose-dive. “It 
started with my elbow and 
then spread into my 
hand,” says Lorraine. “It 
was like a burning pain, 
and it was a pain that 
wouldn’t go away.” 

Eventually Lorraine had 
to have a major operation 
on her arm: a piece of 
tendon was removed from 
her forearm and inserted 
into her elbow, 
reconstructing a section of 
ligament that had been 
stretched beyond repair. 
Lorraine had to have three 
months off work; the total 
recovery period is said to 
be around a year to a year 
and a half. 

Because her right arm 
was out of action for so 
long, Lorraine had come to 
rely on her left - as a result, 
she developed pain in her 
left shoulder. 

“I’ve gone through lots 
of different painkillers over 
the last 15 years,” adds 
Lorraine. “The problem 
with a lot of them is that 
tiredness is a side-effect 
and I already suffer from 
fatigue: I was on one tablet 
for a week and I was falling 
asleep while I was trying to 
get dressed in the 
morning. 

“I’m a bit kind of hooked 
on one of the other tablets, 


which is opiate based. I 
have to take them or I get 
withdrawal symptoms: I 
have nightmares, get 
confused, get restless legs 
.. .That’s a horrible 
situation to be in. I’m 
weaning myself off them; 
I’m on six a day.” 

Six months ago, 

Lorraine attended a pain 
clinic at Addenbrooke’s 
and was referred to a 
consultant 

rheumatologist. Within a 
matter of minutes, he 
diagnosed HMS by 
performing a series of tests 
known as the Beighton 
Score - including bending 
your little finger back to 90 
degrees, bending your 
thumb back to touch your 
forearm and bending over 
and touching your palms 
flat to the floor. 

It was, says Lorraine, a 
relief to finally have a 
diagnosis. But she admits 
also feeling a bit daunted - 
because there is no cure 
for the problems she 
suffers as a result of HMS. 

“Even stupid things like 
doing the washing up can 
be really painful; I have to 
do the washing up a bit at 
a time,” continues 
Lorraine. “And, working 
full-time, I do get very 
tired. For the first quarter 
of this year, I don’t think I 
went out at the weekends

at all -1 was at home, in 
bed, trying to catch up on 
my sleep. And we haven’t 
had a holiday at all, 
because my joints - my 
shoulder, mainly - have 
been too painful to travel.” 

Along with Gavin’s 
support, she says the 
national Hypermobility 
Association, HMAS, has 
been a huge help. Through 
the organisation’s website, 
she has been able to both 
gather information and 
contact other HMS 
sufferers; it is, she adds, 
nice to know she’s not 
alone. 

Since getting her 
diagnosis, Lorraine, a tutor 
in health and social care at 
Stevenage College, has 
been keen to spread the 
word about HMS. Around 
10 per cent of the 
population are believed to 
have the disorder, but not 
all suffer from the 
complications she is 
facing: if children are 
diagnosed young, Lorraine 
says many measures can 
be taken to protect their 
joints from both damage 
and future agony - they 
can take up gymnastics, 
for example, rather than 
contact sports. 

“Life isn’t always easy, 
but you can’t give up,” 
adds Lorraine. “I am 
always aware that there are 
a lot of people out there 
worse off than me; in lots 
of ways, I’m lucky And, like 
I said, all you can do is 
keep looking forward, 
taking a day at a time.”

Councils’ fight may go 
to the Supreme Court 


COUNCIL leaders have 
vowed to continue 
fighting plans to re¬ 
organise local govern¬ 
ment in Suffolk - des¬ 
pite losing the latest 
legal battle. 

Appeal court judges set 
aside an earlier High Court 
ruling last week which 
backed the views of councils 
fighting proposals for a single 
council covering most of the 
county. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, which includes the 
Newmarket and Mildenhall 
areas, together with St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil, which covers Haverhill 
and Bury St Edmunds, are 
among councils who have 
challenged the way that the 
Boundary Committee for 
England has carried out con¬ 
sultation about the shake-up. 

The councils have argued 
that residents should have 
the chance to comment on 
their ideas for three separate 
unitary councils - one each 
for the west and east of the 
county and one for the 
Ipswich area. 

A High Court judge supp¬ 
orted their views with a rul¬ 
ing given in July. Now that 
has been overturned by the 
Appeal Court. 

The legal battle is believed 
to have cost thousands of 
pounds of public money. 

A joint statement has been 
issued by the leaders of the 
councils involved in the 
court hearing - Cllr Geoffrey 
Jaggard, of Forest Heath, Cllr

John Griffiths, of St Edmund- 
sbury, and Cllr Ray Herring, 
of Suffolk Coastal. 

They said: “We find it 
deeply frustrating, and extre¬ 
mely disappointing, that 
there will now be no 
opportunity to make the 
Boundary Committee take 
the views of local people into 
account. 

“The Boundary Comm¬ 
ittee is accountable to no- 
one. 

“We, however, are acc¬ 
ountable to our residents, 
and will continue working to 
ensure their voices are heard. 

“We will now take some 
time to look at our next steps, 
whether that’s appealing to 
the Supreme Court or taking 
our case directly to officials 
and ministers in Whitehall.” 

A Boundary Committee 
spokesman said: “We regret 
the delays and increased 
costs to the public purse that 
legal challenges have 
brought to the process, and 
welcome this week’s un¬ 
equivocal judgment. 

“Our role in this process 
remains as it has always 
been: not to decide what will 
happen but to give the Gov¬ 
ernment our independent 
advice. 

“This latest judgment all¬ 
ows us to proceed with giving 
advice to the Secretary of 
State on Suffolk, Norfolk and 
Devon should he provide us 
with a new deadline.”

The big film 



PLANET 51 (U, 90 mins)

THE future and the past collide with 
amusing results in the computer- 
animated comedy from debutant 
Spanish directors Jorge Blanco, Javier 
Abad and Marcos Martinez. 

Planet 51 unfolds on the titular world, 
far from our own, where little green 
men, women and children live in 
domestic bliss, which bears a spooky 
resemblance to 1950s white-picket- 
fence America. 

The Chordettes’ perky Lollipop plays 
on the jukebox of the local diner and 
kids crowd the cinema to watch the 
latest sci-fi epic about those nasty 
human invaders trying to destroy the 
resident alien communities. 

When a lone astronaut does touch 
down on the planet, he faces the 
same level of hostility levelled at 
Klaatu in The Day The Earth Stood 
Still. 

Screenwriter Joe Stillman has fun 
recreating the paranoia and fear of 
bygone America in an extra-terrestrial 
society, creating archetypes like a mad 
scientist and a warmonger general to 
stoke the tension. 


In a nice twist, the human is a 
narcissistic, dim-witted buffoon who 
didn’t even have to delicately navigate 
his craft down to the planet’s surface, 
he just hit the auto-pilot button. 
Gung-ho American astronaut Captain 
Charles ‘Chuck’ Baker (voiced by 
Johnson) touches down on Planet 51 
believing he will be the first being to 
ever set foot on this alien world. 
Instead, the human interloper 
discovers teenage budding 
astronomer Lem (Long), his friend 
Skiff (Scott), sassy next-door 
neighbour Neera (Biel) and a species 
that has been nurtured on a fear of 
men from the skies. 

Once his presence on the planet is 
known, General Grawl (Oldman) sets 
out to capture Chuck and deliver him 


to deranged Professor Kipple 
(Cleese), who incarcerates the 
astronaut in a subterranean base. 

Lem, Skiff and Neera launch a rescue 
mission with the help of Chuck’s robot 
companion Rover to help the human 
visitor avoid a grim fate as a 
permanent exhibit at the Alien 
Invaders Space Museum. 

The animation doesn’t challenge Pixar 
for sophistication, but it’s energetic, 
with solid vocal performances. 
Lessons about tolerance are laid on 
thick in between the set pieces, and 
Stillman ensures the violence remains 
cartoonish throughout, introducing the 
cute robot sidekick and slapstick for 
younger audiences. 

The nostalgic throwbacks to the 
1950s are purely for (grand)parents.

“Moreover, by 
delaying important 
checks and missing 
manufacturer-stated 
service intervals, 
motorists are putting 
warranty cover at risk,” 
he warns.

version not due until the 
first weeks of 2010. 

It has already proved a 
big showroom draw - 
more than 8,000 orders 
have been taken, an 
incredible 86 per cent 
above the projected sales 
volume. The new year sees 
the arrival of the Blue- 
Motion model, which can 
return 83mpg on the 
combined cycle, while 
emitting just 90g/km of 
C02. Those figures make it 
one of the most efficient, 
eco-friendly cars on the 
market. 

Volkswagen last held a 
COTY title 17 years ago, 
when the third-generation 
Golf wowed the 59 award 
jurors, who are spread 
across 23 European 
countries. 

That year, it emerged the 
victor over the Opel Astra 
and Citroen ZX. 

Autocar magazine editor 
Steve Cropley, one of the 
UK jurors this year, 
confirmed that climate 
considerations counted 
strongly in the final vote- 
count.

The Order would 
come into force on 29 December 2009 and have a 
maximum duration of eighteen months. 

The effect of the Order would be to - 

(a) close, in turn, the northbound and southbound 
carriageways of the Ml 1 between its junctions with 
the entry and exit slip roads at Junctions 10 and 11, 
including those slip roads; and 

(b) impose a 50 miles per hour speed limit, for 24 hours 
a day in the interest of safety due to incomplete 
safety barrier and to accommodate overnight works, 
on the Ml 1 - 

i. northbound carriageway between the centre point 
of Ickleton Grange Overbridge, north of Junction 9 
and 300 metres north of the centre point of Plant 
Breeding Institute Overbridge, north of Junction 11 
including the northbound entry and exit slip roads 
at Junctions 10 and 11, and 

ii. southbound carriageway between the centre 
point of Haggis Farm Overbridge at Junction 12 
and 500 metres north of the centre point of 
Duxford Grange Overbridge south of Junction 10, 
including the southbound entry and exit slip 
roads at Junctions 10 and 11. 

During the closures - 

i. traffic wishing to join the Ml 1 southbound at J14 
would be diverted via the A14 eastbound to J35 
at Stow cum Quy, the A1303 eastbound to join 
the A1304 southbound, the A11 and either 

the A505 to Ml 1 J10 at Duxford or the Ml 1 
Spur Road to Ml 1 J9, 

ii. southbound traffic at Mil J11 would be diverted 
via the A10 towards Royston then the A505 to 
Mil J10 at Duxford, and 

iii. northbound traffic would be diverted at Ml 1 J9 
onto the Ml 1 Spur road then via the A11, the 
A1304 and the A1303 to join the A14 at J36 to 
Ml 1 J14, alternatively, northbound traffic would 
be diverted at Mil J10 via the A505 eastbound, 
the A11, the A1304 and the A1303 to join the A14 
at J36 to Mil J14. 

Vehicles with an overall width exceeding 2.9 meters 
would be exempt from the closure described at (a) due 
to unsuitable diversion routes and would wait to be 
escorted through the works area. 

The temporary mandatory speed limit (which would not 
apply to emergency service vehicles) and closures (which 
would not apply to works, emergency service, traffic 
officer or winter service maintenance vehicles) would be 
clearly indicated by traffic signs throughout the works.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
